One who signs himself CONTRACTOR, 
makes the statement that the formation 
of the Stone Cutters International Un- 
ion culminated in a strike last year, and 
that bitterness and hatred existing be- 
tween unien and non-union men caused 
present trouble. In your issue of the) 
20th inst., the Secretary of the G. C. 1. 
Union says that the cause of the strike 
last year was the action of the contrac- 
tors in reducing the prices so low that 
mechanics could not make one dollar 
perday. We have taken some pains to 
ascertain the truth of this statement, so 
as to be able to inform the public, as 
nearly as perbaps may be, of the real 
difference between the prices paid be- 
fore the panic of 1873, and those on the 
present Bill of Prices. 

It is generally admitted by the stone- 
cutters that the prices on the present bill 
average no higher than did the prices 
paid by the contractors of Quincy just 
before the strike of last year, some firms 
paying higher and others lower wages, 
making about the average of the present 
bill. Admitting this to be true, we ar- 
rive at the following conciusivuns:—Al- 
lowing that the average good mechanic 
earned four dollars per day from 1862 to

Salt for teen,

My 
hens all feathered out on their heads, 
and they stopped eating each other's 
feathers, a habit hard to break. Salt is 
a simple remedy for many things. It 
will cure sick beadache, make cream 
freeze, make the butter come, take ink 
stains out of cloth of any kind, kill 
weeds, kill worms, makes tlh 
cool so it is more congenial to celery, 
&c.. ease the itching pain| 
caused by irritable skin diseases like| 
hives, itch, &c., produce vomiting or} 
stop it, as you like; and many other 
things too numerous to mention. Still, 
I once fed some potatoes to young} 
chicks and turkeys that had been boiled | 
with salt corned beef, and killed every | 
ove of them.”

How to Make a Poultice. 


Dr. Brunton, in “Bran, the new Lon- 
don periodical, gives the following prac- 
tical hints on this subject :—“‘ The com- 
mon practice in making poultices of, 
mixing the linseed meal with hot water, | 
and applying directly to the skin is quite 
wrong ; because if we do not wish to! 
burn the patient, we must wait until a) 
great portion of the heat has been lost. | 
The proper method is to take a flannel 
bag (the size of the poultice required,) | 
to fill this with the linseed poultice as/ 
hot as it can possibly be made, and to | 
put between this and the skin a second | 
piece of flannel, so that there shall be 
at least two thicknesses of flannel | 
between the skin and the poultice itself. 
Above the poultice should be omer, 
more flannel, or a piece of cotton wool, 
to prevent it from getting cold. By this) 
method we are able to apply the linseed | 
meal boiling hot, without burning the, 
patient, and the heat, gradually diffusing | 
through the flannel, affords a grateful | 


sense of relief which cannot be obtained | 
by other means.
